the OPA district office to sell 
them unrationed. The dealer must 
apply for the release of these fac- 
tory-damaged shoes before August 
31, but there is no time limit on 
the sales after the dealer has re- 
ceived the OPA non-rationed 
stickers and attached them to the 
shoes.

Very few homes 
along the ocean front and just be- 
hind escaped the fury of the wind, 
while residents on the other side 
of the boluevard slept through the 
storm, which turned out to sea or 
spent itself at about 52nd Street. 

Telephone communication and 
electric lights were put out of 
commission until late Wednesday. 

Apparently no one was hurt as 
the storm struck in the early 
morning when residents were 
asleep. 

The homes owned by Mrs. S. F. 
Patterson, Burton Craige and W. 
F. Crockett seemed to sustain the 
heaviest damage.

Bishop Tucker, who assumed 
the office of presiding bishop, 
Episcopal) Church l'rilWfl, began 
that is, executive head, of the 
his career in the church as a mis- 
sionary stationed at Hirosaki, Ja- 
pan. After eleven years of mis- 
sionary service, he was elected to 
the office of Missionary Bishop 
of Kyoto, Japan, and was conse- 
crated i nthe city of Kyoto on 
March 25, 1912. at a service 
which utilized the Japanese pray- 
er book. Prior to his election as 
bishop he had been for six years 
president of St. Paul's University, 
Tokyo. His administration of the 
diocese of Kyoto was character- 
ized by a' vigorous advance of the 
church's work throughout the in- 
dustrial centers of Japan. He 
put fresh life and vigor into the 
missionary and educational insti- 
tutions in his field, and through 
his wide acquaintance with Japa- 
nese statesmen in all parts of the 
empire, attained a position of in- 
fluence not exceeded by any 
American resident of Japan. 

In 1923 Bishop Tucker resigned 
on account of ill health and re- 
turned to America, where his 
powers of leadership were quick- 
ly recognized by the church. He 
became professor of ' pastoral 
theology in the Theological Sem- 
inary at Alexandria. Virginia, 
succeeding his brother, the Rt. 
Rev. Beverley Dandridge Tucker, 
Jr. He was elected Bishop Co- J affairs. 
adjutor-of the diocese cf Virginia | sonal 



upon the death of the Rt. Rev. 
William Cabell Brown, became 
bishop of that diocese. 

The Federal Council of 
Churches of Christ in America, on 
December 10, 1942, elected Bish- 
op Tucker its president for a term 
of two years. 

Bishop Tuckerjs father, the late 
Bishop Beverley Dandridge Tuck- 
er, was among the first to bvM » 
family home at Virginia Beach. 
The cottage, which is still active- 
ly used, is operated in the Sum- 
mer as the Somerset Cottage. In 
the dining room of this cottage 
the ,"old bishop," who was then 
rector of St. Paul's Church in 
thirteen children and their neigh- 
Norflok, gathered his family of 
bors for religious services. In this 
way Galilee Church was founded 
prior to 1890. and all the com- 
munity was welcomed. It was at 
first a community church, but as 
the various denominational groups 
grew stronger and were able to 
have their own ministers they 
withdrew and established their 
own places of worship. In 1926 
the Episcopal congregation built 
the present handsome building at 
18th*^Street on the Ocean Front, 
and following Bishop Beverley 
Tucker's death in 1930, it was 
made a memorial to him. 

The presiding bishop has regu- 
larly viisted his old home at Vir- 
ginia Beach, but this is the first 
time he has preached at Galilee 
Church in some years. The rec- 
tor, the Rev. Stiles B. Lines, says 
that unusual interest should at-

TOO MANY CONVENTIONS 

With the war approaching a crit- 
ical phase, it becomes more than 
aver imperative to heed the warn- 
ing of railroad officials and gov- 
ernment agencies to stay off the 
trains. The movement of troops, 
supplies and civilians who have 
legitimate cause to travel, should 
not be hampered by thoughtless va- 
eationists and "business-as-usual" 
individuals. Conventions are one 
of the worst unnecessary burdens 
on the railroads at the present time. 
Colonel J. Monroe Johnson, Director 
of the Office of Defense Transpor- 
tation, says: "We are obliged to 
report that even with the prospect 
of invasion and the resulting need 
to keep transporattion lines clear, 
unnecessary trade shows and con- 
ventions contiiue to be planned. 
The governing officials of these 
organisations have neglected to 
take into consideration the harm 
these conventions inflict on war 
transportation efficiency." 

Pacific Coast Regional ODT of- 
ficials have estimated that during 
1944 approximately 38,900 persons 
will attend about 142 conventions in 
only four major cities on the Pacific 
Coast. Convention planning is con- 
tinuing in spite of the fact that O 
BrT has said that this type of travel 
ife especially disruptive to transpor- 
tation facilities. The resulting traf- 
fic congestion is far beyond what 
might be expected from the small 
percentage of passengers that con- 
ventions add to the total number 
carried. 

The traveling, public has coop- 
erated generously with the rail- 
roads. In return, the railroad have 
performed a transportation job the 
Hke of which the world has never 
seen. Everyone should join in this 
cooperative effort to get first 
things first on the nation's wail- 
roads— and that goes for the coa- 
vention promoters. •

No less harmful, but for more 
reprehensible are the grasping 
hands of trusted officials who are 
supposed to direct the operation 
of the war. With these political 
scheming has been paramount.

of Christmas gifts for Army and 
Navy Personnel overseas. 

This year the Christmas, mail- 
ing period for both Army and 
Navy overseas forces is the same 
—September. 15 to October 15. 
After October 15 no gift parcel 
may be mailed to a soldier with- 
out the presentation of a written 
request from him. 

The great demands upon ship- 
ping and the need for giving pref- 
erence to arms, munitions, medi- 
cine and food is the prime reas 
i son for the early mailing date. 
We advise that everyone write the 
address of the sender and ad- 
dressee inside the package as well 
as outside. 

"Christmas gifts mean much 
to our people overseas. Because 
strong twine, heavy paper and 
boxes and fiberboard will prove 
of real help in making delivery 
of gifts possible I urge those at 
home to begin saving these ma- 
terials now. As time goes on, they 
are going to become even more \ 
scarce than they are now." 

Among the more important I 
rules for Christmas mailings to 
the armed forces overseas are the 
the followinr: 



The parcel must not exceed five 
pounds, and must not be more 
than 15 inches in length or 36 
inches in length and girth com- 
bined. It should be marked as 
"Christmas parcel" so that it may 
be given special attention to as- 
sure ite arrival before December 
25. 

Not more than one parcel may 
be mailed in any one week to the 
same member of the armed forces 
by or in behalf of the same mail- 
er. » 

When combination packages 
are made up of such items as 
miscellaneous toilet articles, hard 
candies, soaps, etc.. the con- 
tents should be tightly packed so 
that they will not become loos- 
ened in transit and damage the 
contents or the cover.

BIG WAGES ENDANGER 
yOUTH 

A peculiar angle to develop 
from this war is the fact that 
youths of teen-age in many in- 
stances get larger pay than do 
their fathers. As far as the fa- 
thers are concerned, parental 
pride: in their offspring's ability 
40 obtain the fat pay envelope 
may^a a long way toward ap- 
peasing their justifiable resent-' 
ment a: such an inequity. 

Another aspect of the big wages 
for yc.tths is the effect on them. 
Of course there are youths who 
have i:r.: good fortune to be iborn 
in a heme where the parents have 
a big bump of gumption and know 
how to guide rather than rule 
their sons and daughters. When 
youths- are so fortunate as to 
have th'gt sort of home environ- 
ment, they have usually ob- 
sorbed the notion that their jobs 
with big wages are not going to 
endure beyond the war and, there- 
fore, it is the part of prudence 
io save out of their wages such 
portion as is not needed for sheer 
necessities, so that they will have 
someworking capital to start in 
business for themselves when 
their present job has folded up, 
as fold up it probably will when 
the guns cease firing. 

But there is another side of the 
picture, one painted by the presi- 
dent of Optimist international, 
T. P. Pierce, of Los Angeles, Cal. 
He holds that this big money for 
youths is dangerous for them and 
dangerous for society, and he is 
strong for youth movements that 
win teach citizenship, a lively 
sense of the rights of others and 
show them the difference between 
license and liberty. The youths 
who come from the right sort of 
homes probably do not need these 
activities on behalf of the teen- 
age group; but, alas, statistics 
show that a disturbingly large 
percentage of youths do not come 
from the right sort of homes, and 
this fact places a heavy responsi- 
bility on adults to snare the 
wholesome influence of life with 4 
them. Members of the Masonic 
Fraternity have lone taken an ac- 
tive interest in this sort of work

It 
just isn't American, and it just 
isn't done by ladies and gentle- 
men in America.

Arguing as hotly as we will, let I 
us observe the canons of fair 
play and decent speech and not 
indulge in generalized charges 
against anyone, nor in mass con- 
demnation of any group within 
our nation, nor in vitriolic at- 
tacks on any race, religion, class 
or color. 

Observing at all times the con- 
ventions of society let us prove to 
the world that the democratic 
form of government with its 
freedom of speech for all people 
can still be not only the most civ- 
ilized but the best bred form of 
government.

With August a heavy month for 
worm infestation in sheep, the 
wise sheep owner will get out the 
phenothiazine these days. 

Parasites in sheep lower the vi- 
tality of ewes and lambs, warn 
animal husbandmen of the Vir- 
ginia Agricultural Extension Serv- 
ice. They prevent lambs from 
making normal gains and ruin 
sheep intestines for surgical use. 

Using phenothiazine in individ- 
ual doses or by the salt-lick 
method is the control method for 
internal parasites recommended 
by the specialists. Circulars on 
the subject are available through 
your county farm demonstration 
agent. 

t As for lice and ticks, they can 
te controlled by dipping. August 
and September are certainly good 
months to get the job done.

"The wisest thing, we suppose, 
that a man can do for his land is 
the work that lies under his nose 
with the tools that lie under his 
hand." We may not be a king as 
he of whom Kipling wrote. We 
may be only "little" people with- 
out influence or power. But the 
slogan applies to us— wherever we 
live, whatever we do. 

A few of you will remember how 
Edward Bok started out to beau- 
tify America a lifetime ago. He 
didn't urge extravagant plans, to 
accomplish the end at the begin- 
ning.

But as a result of his work, roses 
began to grow where there were 
weeds and our little towns became 
garden spots. All he did was to 
get people to beautify their own 
back yards. 

We all know how one rundown 
house will depreciate .the proper- 
ty value of an entire street. And 
how fixing up one place is con- 
tagious, making all property on 
the street more valuable. 

What has this to do with us 
today? Well, maybe I am wan- 
dering around Robin Hood's barn 
— but I am getting right back to 
the post-war period — and to per- 
sonal responsibility. 

How your town handles the sit- 
uation of jobs for returning vet- 
erans, post-war unemployment, 
conversion of factories to peace 
time production — will have a lot 
to do with the way the nation and 
the world handles the same prob- 
lems. 

If you keep friendliness alight; 
if you keep up the habit of work- 
ing together; if you, like the pio- 
neers who founded America, solve 
your problems In a neighborly, 
cooperative spirit, there is a lot 
better chance for the nation — 
and for the world. 

This is the duty of the little 
people in the little towns — of you 
and me and our friends and 
neighbors. We must beautify our 
own back yards and make, our 
community a living proof of what 
conscientious, cooperative plan- 
ning can do. We must prove that 
we are just as intelligent in time 
of peace as in time of war; that 
we care just as much about our 
neighbors as we do about our Al- 
lies; that poverty, destitution, 
want, persecution at home move 
us to action as much as these 
same things stir us when they are 
thousands of miles away. , 

Unless we can retain war time 
unity, unless with our advantages 
we can demonstrate the four free- 
doms in America, they can not be 
made secure any place in the 
world. 

We don't have to do the whole 
job at once. All we have to do is 
our part of it — all we have to do 
is to clean up our own back yard.

THE PEACE PRESERVING 
CHURCH 

Newport News Times-Herald. 

Speaking to a group of Norfolk 
Sunday School classes Sunday, 
Governor Darden reviewed condi- 
tions leading to the two World 
Wars of the current quarter-cen- 
tury and gave the role of the 
church in preventing war and 
preserving peace. Said he: 

"The church is -playing a sup- 
premely important part in the life 
of the nation today, and it must 
play an even more Important part 
In the building of a post-war 
world that will never again be 
ravaged by international con- 
flict." 

The Governor's words are worth 
reflection by everyone in order 
that the church may be support- 
ed in its invaluable role as deter- 
rent of war and promoter of 
peace.. A world peace based on 
the Ten Commandments, plus the 
"New Commandment" of Jesus 
Christ, could not reasonably be 
breacherd. It is significant in 
support of this idea that those na- 
tions which set out to wage ag- 
gressive war made their first ad- 
vances against religious beliefs. 
Germany dragged out her pagan 
god as most worthy of worship 
and began a persecution of Jews 
and Christians before making 
war. Japan, a pagan nation at 
heart sought to vitiate the Chris- 
tianity spread by missionaries as 
a road to war. The obvious con- 
clusion is that Christianity and 
aggressive war cannot live togeth- 
er. 

By the same token the church 
is the best guarantee of peace. 
One of the better signs of the* day 
is the progress of church building 
and programs despite the limita- 
tions imposed by war. Let us 
continue that support into the 
era of peace to make the world 
one inhabited by men of good will.
